It was adopted first in 1823, but appliéd only to the nomination 
of a vice-president as Andrew Jackson had no opposition for the 
presidential nomination. On three occasions only has a candidate 
in a democratic convention failed, after receivig a majority vote, 
to attain the necessary two-thirds. They were Stephen A. Doug­ 
las, Martin Van Buren and Champ Clark.
